of unhappy states has become our history also 
\Vc base made common cause ssath tlie unfor- 
tunate M a leading statesman lately expressed

For that reason ne ought, all through these 
parlous years, to base kept abreast of ssorld 
history Tliat has been difficult, just because

just when it was certain things of vital import did

In the midst of a discussion, it is found that a 
whole argument depends upon a date, and as 
likely as not the speaker is very hazy about that 
date. Even those extremely well versed in recent 
history are hard put to it to say offliand in wliich 
year some extremely significant happening oc- 
curred. Conscientious journalists are for ever 
turmng over the back files of newspapers. Even 
commentators for the B B.C. cannot witliout risk 
give dates extempore. 

I have compiled this date book to supply a 
want I have often myself felt. I do not apologise 
for its compressed form. To have filled it out 
with circumstantial verbiage \vouId have pro- 
duced a volume of a thousand pages. One too 
easily loses oneself in tlicse large tomes. The 
writers of them also get lost, oi they omit some of 
those mostimportant items, precise dates of events. 
This small volume supplies a chronological 
ground plan for larger works, gives detail for 
essays and lectures. It is like those jottings om 
makes before going on to the plalfoim to rn.df 
a speech.

I N March there was a mutiny in certain 
Guard regiments in Petrograd, accompamed 
by a revolt of the Putilof muniUon workers 
Liberal leaders m the Russian parliament (Duma) 
demanded a consututional government on a 
eompletely democratic basis Confronted by an 
ultimatum from the political leaders, tlie Tsar of 
Russia chose to abdicate both on bchalfoniimsclf 
and of his son, rather than renounce tlie autocracy 
A Provisional Government was set up This is 
commonly called the Marqi Revolutiov 

In the summer, the Liberal leader Milyukof 
fled to Pans In the autumn, Kcrcnslcy, the 
Independent Labour Leader, likevvase fled, bemg 
unable to cope with the proletanan rcvoluUonary 
ferment The revolutionary counals of factory 
workers and mutinous soldiers, led by Lemn, 
Trotsky and Zinovaef, assumed control of Russia. 
These councils were known as soviets, and they 
are the ongm of “ Soviet rule.” The victory of 
the Soviets is called the OerroBER Revolution 
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GEmA}ir 

M arch saw the great Gcnnan offensive 
against the British front and an 
advance to the approaches of Amiens 
It was followed by a similar onslaught upon the 
French with ones of" Nach Pans 1 ” 

By the summer the final fury of the Germans 
had spent itself The victories of the spnng 
proved equivalent to defeats, because the morale 
of the German nation had brokein The effects 
of revolutionary propaganda began to be felt 

Lemn had concluded peace with the Germans 
at Brest-Iatovsk and the German soldiers return- 
ing from the Russian front had seen an army run 
by soviets of rank and file They brought this 
revolutionary example bade to Germany 

As Foch began to drive the German armies 
back throughout the summer and early autumn. 
Communist propaganda among soldiers, sailors 
and factory workers intensifirf In October 
there was Manny m the German Fleet When 
the battleships and croiscrs were ordered to steam 
out for a final encounter with the Bntish, the 
crews extinguished the fires m the vessels The 
red fiag was hoisted on all warships At the same 
tunc commercial vessels entering Hamburg, 
>7 
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Lubeck and other ports were seen to be flying 
the red flag also. 

November opened with strikes, revolutionar>' 
parades of workers, mutinies in the army. 
Soviets were formed and they took control of 
Berlin and other cities. To save Germany from a 
Marxist revolution the ruhng politicians liastcncd 
to proclaim a republic (the Wrimar Republic). 
The Kaiser Fled to Holland. 

Later Germany refused to be known oflicially 
as a republic, preferring to keep the designation 
Reich. The Weimar Republic was the Second 
Reich. At a subsequent date, see 1933, under 
Hitler, Germany became known as the Tliird 
Reich. 

The Marxist movement (called the Spartacus 
Movement), under the leadership of Karl Licb- 
knecht and Rosa Luxemburg (known as Red 
Rosa), menaced the new bourgeois republic and 
the propertied classes. So the Government 
hastened to accept terms of armistice. 

On November nth, Germany surrendered to 
her enemies in the war. The surrender is knoun 
as The ArivASTice.

In the autumn there vras confident expectation 
of the setting up of a German Soviet Repubhc 
and of world revolution Meanwhile the forces 
of counter revolution became more menacmg to 
Bolshevik rule Admiral Kolchak, monarchist, 
became commander of a large army in Siberia, 
and on November i8th proclaimed himself 
dictator 

In view of the revolution pi Germany, the 
Bolshevik Government denounced the Brest- 
Litovik Treaty, but could not resume the lost 
temtones because the Poles, Rumanians and 
other border nations were hostile Rumania 
over ran Bessarabia. 
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GREAT BRITAIN 

November nth, the Armistice. 

Following upon Armistice, there was the self- 
demobilisation of many soldiers. 

In December took place the first General 
Election since before the War. It \sas the 
election in which the demobilised soldiers were 
promised Homes for Heroes, and the poor Rare 
AND Refresihng Frutt. In Press and on platform 
there was the Hang the KAiser campaign. 

The election was won by the Lloyd Gcoigc 
Coalition of Liberals and Conservatives. Asquith 
led a Liberal opposition, but only won 26 scats. 
This showed the beginning of the Wam. or 
Liberalism in Great Biitain and die Risi: 01 
Labour.

dictated by the AUies. In June, the German 
Fleet was sunk by its own sailors at Scapa 
Flow. 

On June 28th Germany signed the Treats’ 
OF Versailles. 

On August 14th, the Weimar Constitution for 
all Germany was promulgated. Frederick 
Ebert became President. He was a saddler by 
ti'ade, tlie leader of the Majority Social Demo- 
crats in the Weimar Assembly. Scheidemann 
became Chancellor of the Reich. 


AUSTRIA AUD HUNGART 

The Austrians had surrendered to tlic Itnlinns. 
The Hungarians, Czcclis and Poles declared 
tlicir independence. 

Social Democrats and Christian Socialists 
came into power in Austria after the abdication 
of the Emperor. 

On September loth the Republic of Atutria 
signed the Treaty or St. Germ.mn. 

Defeat in the Wnr caused a revohitionarv 
ferment in Hungary and Lenin sent the jru,oh 
Communist, Bela Run, to diicct the reu^luiion 
and wan Hungary for Marxism. On April teh

From Apnl Glh till August ist nged the Com-

POLAND 

On January jzGlh was held the first General 
Election of members of the parliament (the 
Seim) of the nctv Polish Republic The musician 
Pidcrcw'ski, tvas tlic first pnmc minister , Marshal 
Pilsudiki ^vas commander of the forces 

On February 24th the Republic of Poland \vaj 
recognised by France on the 27th by Great 
Bntam 
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On June 28th Polish delegates appended their 
signature to the Treaty of Versailles. The main 
territory of Germany had been severed from East 
Prussia by the new Pohsh province of Pomerania, 
extending to the Baltic, the Polish Corridor, 
Danzig was made a free city, no longer 
dncorporated in tlie Reich. 

Half of the Duchy of Teschen, which Poland 
coveted, went to Czechoslovakia. The Poles 
were discontented with the terms of the peace 
treaty, as they had aspired to much moic 
extensive territory. It was felt that Paderewski 
had failed and in December he was obliged to 
resign. 


SERBIA 

Serbia changed its name, to become the 
Kingdom of Serbs, Croats and Slovenes. The 
new state took Croatia and the Banat from 
Hungary, and Dalmatia and Slovenia from 
Austria. As Italy had been promised the 
Dalmatian coast of the Adriatic, a feud fom- 
mcnccd beUveen the Italians and the Strh^. 
In September the Italians attempted to t.iff* 
some of this Adriatic sea-boaid In' ff>i':r .md 
D’Annunzio Took Fiumi . 


RUSSIA

support In the course of the first ten months

On June 14th Bntish and French recognised 
Kolchak as supreme ruler of Russia, Regent for 
a Tsar, until a monarchy could be re-cstabhshed 

A third commander, Yudemteh, wth British 
support advanced on Petrograd from a base in 
Esthoma 

On August 3rd a Bntish expeditionary force 
tvas defeated by the Bolsheviks near Onega 
On August 27th Bntish troops occupied Arch- 
angel 

In the late autumn the Soviet forces ralhed 
on all fronts Yudemteh was routed There 
was a Bolshevik counter offensive m western 
Sibcna and a nsmg of Social Revolutionancs in 
eastern Sibena, The Czech Legion, avoidmg 
major conflict, retreated rapidly, carrymg with 
It the Imperial gold treasure Being m jeopardy, 
the Czechs seized all trams for the transport of 
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their men and baggage. On December 27th 
they arrested Kolchak’s train. 

By the end of the year there was no further 
menace to the Revolution in Siberia. And in 
Russia proper the armies of Denikin vcrc in 
headlong retreat.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


On September 20th President \Voodro\s' ^Vilso^ 
was stricken by paralysis. 


President Wilson had been touring America, 
on a whirlwind campaign of spccchmaking, 
explaining the League of Nations Covenant and 
the Treaty of Versailles to the American people. 
He overdid it, much as Joseph Chamberlain 
overdid it in his great Tariff Rcfoim campaign 
of 1906 when he became crippled in tin midst 
of tlic flgllt.

GERMANY 


I N January a List of War Criminals was sent 
to Germany with a demand for their 
surrender for tnal The list contamed some 
thousand names, including those of many dis- 
tmguished generals 

In January also the Surrender op the Kaiser 
was demanded from the Dutch government. 
The Dutch refused this, but gave a guarantee 
that the K aiser should not be allowed to depart 
from Ho l land to any other country 

On March 13th took place the Kapp Putsch 
Wolfgang Kapp and General von LOttwitz, at 
the head of several thousand Monarchist 
partisans, made an attack upon Berlin, which they 
held for five days The Ebert Government fled 
to Dresdem But the population of Bcrhn gave 
httlc support, and as a result of a general strike 
Kapp was obhgcd to withdraw 

The German CommumstB became very active 
and seized many towns and mmes m the Ruhr 
Valley Troops were sent to suppress them, but 
the French objected, and as a counter-measure 
o^^picd the atics of Frankfurt and Darmstadt 
>Vhcn the Rcichswchr had cleaned up the Ruhr, 
the French withdrew 
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In December, Adolf Hitler founded the 
Volkischer Beobachter (Folk Observ'^cr), \vhich he 
made into a powerful organ of propaganda. 
This year the Swastika was Adopted. The first 
Swastika flag appeared in June. 


POLAm 


On April 25th Poland started a war of aggression 
upon Soviet Russia with a view to annc.xing 
territory in the Ukraine and \\Tlntc Russia. The 
Polish army made a rapid advance and on May 
6th took Kief. By June iStli they had occupied 
half the Russian Ukraine. Then the main 
Russian army, led by the brilliant young com- 
mander, Tukhachevsky, came into action and 
inflicted a series of defeats on the Poles, ^vho fled 
precipitately. Tukhachevsky and the BolshevAs 
advanced as far as the outskirts of AVarsnu in 
July, and tlie Polish Government in desperate 
fright appealed to the French Government for 
aid. France speedily dispatched a staff of oflicf rs 
to reorganise the Polish army. 

On August 15th the Bolsheviks were routed at 
the Battle of Warsaw, for which IMsndd.i 
took the credit.

RUSSIA 

The Czechs, m league ivith Social Rcvolulion- 
ants, placed Admiral Kolchak under arrest 
They purchased their safety by handing the 
dictator over to the Reds “ Better that one tnan 
should perish than iix should face annihilation 
Kouirak was Butchered by the Red soldiery 
Ho army surrendered on January Bth 
Denikin, ivith French and British support, lias 
driven to the sea. In the far north Murmansk 
was taken from the Bntish Then there was the 
war with Poland After the Poluh war, the 
Bolsheviks turned upon the last hope of tlie 
Whites, General Wrangel, in the Crimea, and 
routed h im. On November 15th they took 
SebastopoL Wrangel fled to Constantinople 
In December there was peace on all fronts, 
but famine and economic diaos In December 
25th Lenm pronounced m favour of EuEtmuncA- 
Tiott as the one remedy for Russia’s economic 
ills 

PALESTim 

At San Remo, m April, it svas decided that Great 
Bntam should receive a mandate for PalcsUne, 
and at the same tune France a mandate for Syna 
Su Herbert Samuel was sent to Palestine to 
prospect for his people and organise the adminis^ 
fration and goveynniiWit of a Jewish state. 
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GREECE 

Greece went Monarchist and defeated Ven- 
izelos. Venizelos- Fled from Greece. 

TURKEY 

Constantinople was occupied by the British, 
French and Italians. 

Kemal Pasha set up a Rebel Government at 
Angora. A Turkish Republic "vvas Proclaim! d 
and Kemal was elected President on April 23rd. 


GREAT BRITAIN 

The political quarrel with Ireland over- 
shadowed aU other interests during the year. 
The most sensational event was the HuNcrit 
Strike of Alderman McSwtnev ^vho had been 
arrested for being in possession of seditious 
documents. He refused food for seventy-four 
days and died in prison. 

On March 20lh Alderman MacCurtain, the 
Lord Mayor of Cork, was nuirclcred. There u u e 
murders, riots, incendiarism, icprisaN thu'iurh- 
out tlic yeai.

RUSSIA 


T his was a jcar of Trade Agreements 
witli Capitalist states Britain granted 
to Soviet Russia de facto recognition, and 
signed a Trade Agreement on March iGtIi On 
May 6tli German) entered into trade relationship 
svith the Sosaet Agreements were also signed 
with Austna, Norway and Poland On January 
ist the Soviet recognised tlic Independence or 
riNiANO, and concluded a Non-Aooression Pact 

In June ncwi came of appallmg famine con- 
ditions throughout Russia, butchiedym the Volga 
basm Subscriptions were opened in Bntain 
and America for famme rchef The Soviet 
Government confiscated the wealth of the 
Orthodox Church, ostensibly to provide funds to 
feed the starving Many missions set out from 
Britain and America to succour the famine- 
stnclccn 

Mihtant Communism was held to have faded 
tcmporanly, and to save the revolution lemn 
decided to revert to petty Capitalism and allowed 
all the shops to re-open This was called the 
New Econosoq Poucv (N^ P ) and was 
adopted by the Soviet on August iith 

There had been several revolts of the peasant 
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and worJdng-class population, as conditions of 
Jife had become unbearable. Tiie chief of these 
was the Kronstadt Rising, wliicli ^vas put down 
by Stahn and others with great ferocity. 

Zinovief strongly opposed the introduction of 
N.E.P., which was interpreted abroad as a capitu- 
lation of Marxism. 


ITALY 

Mussolini had not yet come into the news, but 
in March, 1919, he had organised a pnliiiral 
following of ex-service men with the name FtJsri 
di Comhattimento, Its piogrammc included tin 
proletarian control of industiy, but it ^^as 
opposed to botli Communism and Socialism 
It was imperialist in spirit, and demanded the 
annexation of Dalmatia. 

By 1921 the Fascist movement had made grr.it 
progress. The Times noted the lise of a “sdf- 
constituted police called Fascist!,” and a marked 
decline in the number of ovcit Communists in 
Italy. 

In November tlic National Fascist Party u/r 
formed with a radically changed prograrnriir 
It renounced the proletarian caus^* and fh.mt- 
pioned business interests. Converts lagan t«t li" 
made by force, and the armed Fascist iMtid- 
became a law unto themselves. 



HvmARr 

With Admiral Horthy as Regent and Count 
Bcthlcn as Premier, Hungary developed a system 
of government by decree and endeavoured to 
erush on the one hand the Communists and on 
the otter the Legitimists After abortive attempts 
to regam the throne, Charles of Habsburg ivas 
cxded and renounced his claim On November 
loth Hungary signed tlic Treaty of Trianon m 
which she agreed not to choose a ting without 
the assent of the Alhed poivers By the terms of 
the Treaty of Tnanon, Hungary lost extensrve 
territory The chief benefiaaty was Rumania, 
As a result Revisionism became an important 
article of creed in Budapest 


AUSTRIA 

Recaved a gift from the League of Nations 
of ten milhon pounds and a loan of thirty five 
milhon was guaranteed 


GERMANY 

On April 27th Reparations were assessed at 
132,000,000,000 gold marks, about 6,500,000,000 
pounds stcrUng The Alhed Governments pre- 
sented a schedule of payments to the German 
GovemmenL In case of repudiation a threat of 
occupation of the Ruhr valley ivas made Rather 
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than have such an occupation the Germans 
agreed to begin payments. 

The German Government allowed the mark to 
depreciate in order to demonstrate that it would 
be unable to continue paying Reparations. On 
July 2ist the mark was at 279 to the pound. In 
September it had fallen to 400, and by November 
it was only worth half a farthing in Englisli 
money. The Times observed that ‘‘ the German 
Government appeared to be deliberately steering 
for bankruptcy.” 

Hitler’s henchmen, defending themselves 
against Reds at a mass meeting in Ahinich 
(November 21st), took the name of Sroint- 
Troopers.

Assembly at Angora Deposed the Sultan 
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EGYPT 

On March isth, Egypt became Nominally an 
Independent State, though in fact still a Brilisli 
protectorate. Fuad became First King of 
Egypt. 


IRELAND 

Although Southern Ireland had become the 
Free State and English troops had been with- 
drawn there was no peace in Ireland. Murdcis, 
ambushes, kidnappings continued. The chief 
source of trouble was the I.R.A. fighting to make 
Ireland an independent republic. 

Sir Henry Wilson was assassinated on June 
22nd. In August Michael Collins was murdered. 
Valera endeavouring to compromise with the 
I.R.A. was unable to take the unique Icadcrsliip 
of the country, and on September 9th Mr. 
Cosgrave was elected President. 

The two Irish acts establishing the Free State 
and its Constitution received royal assent on 
December 5th, and Mr. T. M. Ilcaly became 
Governor-General.

the banking community, saved its fortune by a 
timely pm'chase of foreign currency or of ical 
estate. The German Government profiled 
because it was freed from the burden of intciiial 
and domestic loans which could all be dischaigcd 
by printing sufficient paper money. 

Dr. Luther wound up tlic history of the reichs- 
mark by issuing a new cuiTcncy, backed by 
holdings of foreign money and gold, ihc i enten- 
mark. It also had the hypothetical backing of (he 
agricultural and industrial wealth of ihc round \. 
The issue of the rentenmark was the beginning of 
the German War on Gold and upon the normal 
system of trading. 


ITALY 

Fascist Italy first showed the inherent weakness 
of tlic League of Nations by disiegarding ie. 
authority in a matter in which it claimed tht 
national honour was at stake. On Augu'^t ‘..’/ili 
General Tcllini and his staff, sent to fi\ tie’ 
frontier of Albania, were murdered by Grtrl . 
Alussolini held the Greek Government tt) h'’ 
responsible, and sent the Italian fleet to bomb.nd 
Corfu. 

The League rcprimandcfl Italy, but f'> 
its face was obliged to range itself on Italv’^ elr, 
exacting apologies and an indemnity of 
pounds. 

In September Fiumc v/as offi' tallv aiu'f’t'-d 
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Spun folloi\cd the example of Italy by 
becoming quasi-Fascist Pnmo dc Rivera estab- 
lished a military dictatorahip ivhich King Alfonso 
ivns poHcrlcss to override Pnmo dc Rivera 
began the sweeping reform of modem Spam 
which was to lead through revolution and avil 
ivar to complete Fascism 


GREAT BRITAIX 

The ill health and subsequent death of Mr 
Sonar Lan caused a rcvcnion of tlie prcmicrslup 
to the Chancellor of die Exchequer, Mr Stanley 
Baldivm Mr Baldwin, uncas) at hanng merely 
mhented Bonar Law’s majonty, soon decided to

On July 23rd M. Poincare assumed office and 
obtained permission to govern by decree for 
six montlis. By December he laiscd the fianr 
to 122 and stabilised it there, despite its con- 
tinued upw'aid tendency. As a result Frangf 
BEGAN TO Pile up a Gold Reserve. 


ITALY 

Death of Qiiccn Margherita (January).

In this year Mussolini became commandcr-in- 
chief of the army, the navy, the pohcc and the 
air forces He had ceased to be responsible to 
parhament For that reason he called 1926 the 
“ Napoleonic Year of Fascism.” 


GERMAHT 

Soaaluts and Communists endeavoured to 
obtam legislation to confiscate all the property 
of the HohenzoUems and of the ez-royal famflics 
Hmdenbuig condemned the proposal A refer- 
endum was taken m June and the proposal 
failed, showing the strength of Monarchist and 
anti Repubhean sentiment m Germany 

This year Germany Entered the League op 
Nations Spam and Brazil seceded 

Adolf Hitler discovered an ardent supporter m 
Dr Goebbels, who had just deserted the leader- 
ship of Strasscr Goebbds founded Der Angr\[f 
(The Attack), which became an extremely vigor- 
ous newspaper and propaganda sheet. 


POLAND 

A quan-FAScisr RzaniE was set up in PoijSND, 
when on May rath Fdsudsla with an armed 
force seized Warsaw There was heavy slieel- 
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fighting with many casualties. Pilsudski’s 
legionaries won. The President ^\as deposed 
and the existing government driven out. 

Piisudski refused the Presidency wliich went 
to M. Mosiecki. The Constitution was amended 
on July 22nd. In October Piisudski became 
Pidme Minister and there was to all intents and 
purposes a Dictatorship. 


HUNGARY 

This year it was discovered that Hungcky 
WAS Engaged in a large-scale Forgi ry 01 
French Bank-notes, that tlic Chief of llic Police 
Department and sevcial high officials wire 
implicated. The object of this foigery was to 
create a large fund wlicrcwilh to finance tin- 
Monarchist movement. 


KINGDOM OF SERBS, CROATS AND 
SLOVENES 

The aged Piimc Alinister, Pasliitcli, died and 
wns succeeded by Uzuncvitch.

Hindenburg requested the Centre Party leader, 
Brfltung, to form a cabinet. The Sociahsts were 
wholly in oppouDon. Nationahst support fixim 
Hugenberg neu half-hearted and on July t8th 
the Government was defeated in the Rachstag 
Hindenburg decreed dissolution on September 
t4th 

In the September General Election, Hitler 
embarked on a campaign which could only be 
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compared with that of Theodore Roosevelt 
boosting himself for the presidency of the United 
States. He was the hero of an exticmely violent 
electoral struggle. His success amazed evervone. 
The Nazi Party won 107 se.\ts. 

In this election the Communists won 77 seats, 
and polled four and a half million votes. But the 
Social Democrats with 143 scats appeared to be 
still the strongest party. 

On September 25th, Hitler was subpoenaed 
as a witness in a trial of Nazis and made a 
memorable utterance : 

‘'If our movement succeeds, we shall eject 
a people’s tribunal before which the ciiinin.ds 
of 1918 shall expiate their ciime, and I frankly 
predict you shall then See their I It ad > 
Rolling in the S^vnd.” 

On October 13th, when the Rcich:>tag con-

The Nazis increased in strength tliroughout 
the year. They became the largest single pari> 
in the Reichstag. They combined for political 
exigencies with Hugenberg’s National Party 
Brown Shirts with Steel Helmets. 

In the spring the wearing of die Btown Shirt 
had been prohibited, but the troopers paradtil 
in uniform nevertheless, though the shirts were 
torn from their backs by Communist mobi and 
they marched naked from the waist up. 

The casualties of street warfare were hea\ Icr ; 
42 Nazis were killed and 6307 weie aounded. 
Anti-Jewish rioting was a feature of the \car, 
and Perish Judah ! became a party cry of the 
National Socialists.

But Hoover was still 
hopeful of an early return to previous prospenty, 
an “ upsivmg of the pendulum ” He uttered the 
famous saymg Prosperity is Just Around the 
Corner. 

In June Hoover made himself much more 
unpopular by promulgatmg the idea of a 
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Moratorium for Germany and for foreign debtor.^ 
It was understood that he had of his own initiaih c, 
paved the way for a Gener.\l Default on the 
American War Debt. But tlie popular view ua> 
that the United States in her sudden dhastroib 
decline must take every cent due to hei from tlic 
Eiuropean nations. Nevertheless, in Decembci, 
both the Congress and the Senate latified the 
Moratorium. 

Congress was beseiged by Hunger Marclierv, a 
new phenomenon in the social life of the United 
States.

In April Hindenburg sought re-election for a 
second term of office as President. He was 
supported by Bruning and most of those who 
wished the Weimar Republic to surv'ive. He 
was eighty-fom' years of age, but was soil an idol 
of the people. The new idol, Adolf Hitler, 
opposed him. 

At the first election Hindenburg failed to get 
the necessary majority. At the second election 
(April loth) the figures were :

Adolf Hider . . . 13,41 8,5 [7 

Ernest Thalmann 

(Communist) . . 3,708,759 


Thus Hider, without the backing of the State 
apparatus, gained over 13 million vote^.

On September 12th, a vote of ‘'No Confidence'’ 
caused Papen to resign and the Reiciistag v.a^ 
dissolved. The Communists were encouraged b\ 
the Government. Ten Nazis were shot iii 
Hamburg on November 2nd. The Left Wini; 
made its most powerful effort to gain power. 
As a result the Communists captmed too scab 
and the Nazis were reduced to 196. 

The British Press commented fallaciousK iliat 
“ The elections show that the Nazis have p.i' td 
their peak,” and it was assumed that 
appeal to the masses was waning. 

But Papen and his cabinet icsigned again on 
November 17th.

Abortive discussions of schemes for Disarma- 
ment continued, and on March i6th the Britidi 
Draft Convention was presented at Geneva.

PuBUQ Order Act was passed prohibitmg the 
wearing of pohucal umfbrms This was a 
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precaution against Black Shirts, Brown Shirts and 
Red Shirts. 

Hitler continued repudiating one by one the 
obligations of the Versailles Treaty and he caused 
a great sensation in London when he took over 
the demilitarised Rhineland and began to foitify 
it. But Britain took no measm’es against Germany. 

Similarly the outbreak of the Spanisii Civil 
War and the paidcipadon of Italians and 
Germans caused some dismay. But Britain took 
no acdon to counter it. She began the Policy 
OF Non-intervention. 

A slow beginning was made in the policy of 
rearmament, and Sir Thomas Inskip W.13 
appointed ^Minister for the Go-oi dination of 
Defence.

Blum was not so successful in foicign politics 
and compromised the Popular Fiont by his policy 
of non-intervention in Spain which ^vas in cUcct 
support of Fascism rather than of Democracy. 


SOVIET RUSSIA 


The year was remarkable for the Zinovief- 
Kamenef trial in which evidence was given that 
Trotsky had allied himself with the Nazi Gcimans 
to bring about a counter-revolution in the 
U.S.S.R. On August 24th the verdict was pro- 
nounced. Kamenef /VNd Zinovief and Smirnoi 
were Condemned to Death. Of the sixteen 
prisoners executed on the nc.xt moining, ten were 
Jews.

The signing of the German-Japanese Anti- 
Comintern Pact in November gave a fillip to 
Japanese ambitions in China. Her aggressive 
behaviour in North China increased. 


TURKEY 

The powers signed a Convention, permitting 
the refortification of the Dardanelles and the 
Bosporus.

I N January there was a Gentleuam’s Aoree- 
UENT tvmt Italy The two powers agreed 
to respeet one another’s nghls m the 
Mediterranean 

Several British ships were, however, torpedoed, 
presumably by Italian submarines m the service 
of General Franco Despite that, Mr Chamber- 
lain and Mussohm exchanged letters m August, 
Britain trying to overcome the Itahan hostihty 
which was an aflcrmath of the imposiuon of 
Sancuons But the destruction of ships became 
mtolcrable and m September the Nyon Con- 
EERENCE ivas held, and Italy was made partly 
responsible for the patrol of the Mediterranean 
and the security of shippmg 

In the British parliament it was decided to 
mcrcasc the salaries of members to 600 pounds a 
year, the Prime Minister’s to 10,000 pounds, and 
that of other cabinet ministers to 5,000 Income 
tax was raised to five shilhngs m the pound. 

The Leader of the Opposition was to have 
a,ooo pounds annually 

Kmg George VI and Qpeen Elizabeth were 
crowned on May 12 th. 

IS? 
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The Government were permitted to issue a 
loan for purposes of Rearmament, not to exceed 
400 million pounds (March). In the current 
Budget estimates it was indicated that 80 million 
pounds of expenditure would be met out of 
this loan. 

On May 28th, Mr. Baldwin icsigned and 
Neville Chamberlain became Prime Minis tlr. 

Sir John Simon became Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, and Mr. Hore-Belisha Minister for 
War. Halifax became Loid President of the 
Council and Duff Cooper went to the Admiraltv. 
Mr. Eden still remained at the Foieign Oilite. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s policy of Applasmust 
found expiession in the coiicsjiondcncc uitli the 
Duce, but also in sending Loid Halifax iU a 
peisonal emissary to Hitlci. Halifax visitul 
Berlin on November 17th, and had long coiner.^a- 
tions witli the Fulrrer, but little was made publu. 
It was said in Vienna and Prague that Hitler h.itl 
been offered a free hand in Eastern i4urope in 
exchange for abandoning the claim to tolonKi, 
but that seems improbable. Then* \va> 
agitation on the ground that the I'miiia 
Secretaiy, Mr. Eden, seemed to ha\c hc^'a 
over-ridden by the Prime Minister.

It would appear that Hitler and Mussolini had 
had a secret bargain over Austria. There was no 
further mention by Mussolini of a guarantee of 
the independence of Austria. 

PALESTINE 

The Royal Commission issued its Rcpoit on 
July 7th. It pronounced against the Mandate as 
unworkable and recommended revision of the 
Mandate by the League. Its plan was that 
Britain should take Jerusalem and Bethlehem 
and a strip of territoiy to the sea, the lecjt of 
Palestine to be divided equitably between ilie 
hostile races. 

Racial strife continued. Theie weie many 
Arab, Jewish and British casualties. On Septem- 
ber 26th, Mr. Andicws, Commissionei for Galilee, 
was killed. 

The British piosciibed the Aiab Highei C^>m- 
niittce and deposed the ^Iiifti, 1 he <lcath 
penalty foi outrages was cnforcctl. 


SPAIN 

The year was remarkable for the

The German batdeihip Daitschland was bombed 
by the Spanish Government on May godi, 
and Germany took immediate reprisals by shelling 
Almcna, 

The campaign against the foreign Press began 
to be intensified and in August Tht Tvnu corre- 
spondent ivas expelled from Bcrlim 
In September Hider received Mussolini ivith 
great pomp and arcumstancc. The Ducc was 
taken to see Krupp’s works and the armament 
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factories and said he had listened to the Steel 
Heart of Geraiany. 

The Berlin-Rome Axis was celebrated, and the 
alliance of Fascism and Nazism had become a 
dominating factor in the new European political 
situation. Together the t\\^o leaders agreed to 
settle all European problems.

O N February 4lh Hiller became Com- 
mander m Chief of the German /Vrmy 
Herr \-on Ribbcnlrop became Foreign 
Minuter Blomberg, who had been Commander- 
in Chief, had resigned General von Fnlsch 
and other generals had also resigned It u 
thought that they did so because they could not 
approve a plan of marching into Austria 

Ribbentrop had tahen von Ncurath’s place. 

On February lath Hitler summoned the 
Austrian Chancellor, von Sehmchnigg, to 
Bench tesgaden. In a very stormy interview the 
FOhrer rated the Austrian, shoivmg him clearly 
that he ivas deserted by hu Italian guarantor 
and must do the will of Germany 

Schuschnigg was obbgcd to incorporate m hu 
cabinet the Nazi leader, Seyss-Inquart He 
attempted to hold a Plebisate on the quesUon 
of ansMuss, but ivas forestalled by German 
mihtary acuon He resigned, and Htixer 
Annexed Austria. 

The resignation was on Match iith The 
German troops had reached the Brenner Pass 
on March lath Hitler amved m Vienna on 
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March 14th. A Plebiscite under Nazi auspices 
was held on April lotli. 

The Vienna gold reserve of 10 million pounds 
xvent to the Reichsbank. 

Hitler visited Rome on May 3rd and there was 
organised for him a bew’ilderingly spectacular 
reception. Hider had said that the fionder 
line on the Brenner Pass was eternal, and as 
regards the Italian betrayal of Austiia, Mussolini 
reminded England and France that he had 
Not Forgotten Sanctions. 

It seems likely that the partition of Czecho- 
slovakia was determined at this meeting of Hitler 
and Mussolini. As the summer progiessed the 
agitation of Flcnlein and the Sudeten Germans 
grew more and moie uigcnt. The Czetlb 
feveiishly worked on schemes of settlement 
which proved obviously inacceptable to Hitler. 
Runciman was sent to advise the Czechs on 
July 25th, and arrived in Prague on .\ugust 311I.

The country was bemg placed hurriedly on a 
war defence basis in September and the shadow 
of immeasurable calamity hung over the people 
So the Pnme Minister returning with peace had 
a remarkable reception 
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But Mr. Duff Cooper, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, at once resigned in protest against 
the Munich policy, and the Prime Minister was 
hotly criticised by Jvir. Winston Churchill and 
the Opposition in Parliament. 

Despite the Peace Pact with Geimany, measures 
of defence were hurried on at a greatly increased 
tempo.

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Mussolini was impatient of the restriction and 
ill feeling lasted until he met Chamberlain at 
Munich during the Czech crisis. The Duce took 
the initiative which resulted in the Mumcu 
Conference on September 30th. He discussed 
the Anglo-Italian Agreement and the with- 
drawal from Spain with the British Prime 
Minister. As a gesture he retired 10,000 
legionaries from Spain on October 8th. 

The Anglo-Italian Agreement came into force 
on November i6th and Britain iccogniscd the 
King of Italy as Emperor of Abyssinia. 

But the relationship of Italy to France degener- 
ated, and December saw the outbreak of Fascist 
Agitation for Jibuti, CoRsia\, Tunis, etc. 

In May Flitlcr had been icceived witlt pomp 
in Rome. The co-operation of Italy and Gcimany 
was increased tliroughout the year, and anti- 
Jewish laws were adopted. 

There was some dift'erence in October when 
Italy was suppoiting Plungaiy in that country > 
desire for a common homier with Poland. 
Ribbentrop discussed the matter with Ca’ano at 
Vienna, and agi cement was reached.

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Hitler did proceed to invite certain northoui 
countries to sign non-aggression pacts, but in 
his reply to Roosevelt in his speech of Apiil 2uth 
he largely ridiculed the President’s appeal, but 
he stated that throughout the whole of his 
pohtical activity he had regarded die friendsliip 
and co-operation of Britain and Germany as 
desirable ; the British world empire was important 
in the interests of humanity at large. Nevertlie- 
less, he denounced the Anglo-German Naval 
Treaty. 

In the same speech he Denounced the Paci’ 
OF Non-Aggression with PolvVnd and decliiu-d 
once more that Danzig must be united to tlie 
Reich. 

Meanwhile Great Britain had enteied upon her 
new policy of guaranteeing small states funn 
aggression : Greece, Rumania, Poland. 

On May 5th, under pressure from berlin, the 
Jewish Commissar for Foreign Allans, Liivinob 
was dismissed by Stalin. (Tin’s happened in 
the course of negotiations for a pact with Gn at 
Britain and France.)

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August was the chief month of atrocities and 
border incidents, the shooting of Poles and 
Germans in border frays, utihsed by the Rcicli 
propaganda minister to make a strong case 
against the Poles. Warsaw issued peisisteiu 
dementis. 

HeiT Forster was named, by Hitler, head of the 
Danzig state. 

As a precaudon against a general wai, in which 
France and Britain would fulfil their obligations 
to defend Poland, on August 23rd, Ger.ma.w 
Signed a Neutr^\lity Pact with the U.S S.R. 

Article 2 of the Pact provided that in case of 
war neither the U.S.S.R. nor Gennany uould 
in any way suppoi t a thiid power. 

Article 4 provided diat neither Germany 
nor the U.S.S.R. would join any other gtoup 
ofpoweis which directly or indiiectly niettaied 
either Germany or the U.S.S.R. 

This pact rendered null and void tlie negoita* 
dons being entered into by France and Brit.un 
with the U.S.S.R. to obtain miliiaiy asa^^taiice 
in case of a German invasion of Poland. 

At the same time it partly invalidated the .\nti- 
Comintern Pact and lendcred meaninghi. tla-

war President Roosevelt and the Pope made 
appeals for a peaceful settlement King Leopold 
and Qjiccn Wdhelmina made olfers of mediation 
On August agth llidcr ashed tliai a Poluli 
plcmpotcntiary be sent to Berlm to sign terms of 
setdement. 

Late on August 31st Berlin announced that 
as Poland bad had die temu for fony-aght 
hours and bad not repbed, the peace proposal 
must be considered as rqectcd 
Early m the mommg of September ist, Danzig 
was proclaimed umted to the Racli, Gdyrua 
was closed, troops invaded Pobsh territory, 
Warsaw and other cities and fortresses were 
bombed from the air It was the beginning of the 
German-Pousu Wai. 

On Septzwbeji 3rd BarrAm and France 
Declared a State of War to Exiet eetvveen 
Tueu and Germany, Britain at ii a.m , France 
at 5 pm. 

On September agth Germany and the Soviet 
Umon signed a new pact, pamuonmg Poland 
On October 6th, m the Reichstag, Hidcr made 
his first peace overtures to the Western Powers 
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SOVIET RUSSIA 

The 1 8th Congress of the Communist Party 
took place. On March loth in an important 
speech, Stalin accused tlie non-aggrcssivc 
countries of abandoning the victims of aggression 
and EGGING THE GERMANS ON TO MaRCH FURTHER 
East. Among the tasks of die Communist 
Party he mendoned the following : 

“ To be cautious and not allow our countiy 
to be drawn into conflicts by waimongcis 
who are accustomed to have others pull the 
chestnuts out of the fuc for them.”

A joint guarantee of the independenec of 
eastern states was required fiom the LJ.S,.S.R.

In a few days the mihtary mission left Moscow, 
and the French Ambassador went to Pans to 
Qcplain the failure of the negotiations 
The German Pact prcapitated the European 
crisis But on August a5th the French Ambas- 
sador m Berlin, M, Goulondrc, made a last appeal 
to Hider to start direct n^odations with Pol^d, 
deploring that German and French blood might 
have to be shed unless there should be a peaceful 
arrangement The Fflhrer rephed by letter to 
Daladicr on August 26th, blammg Great Bntam 
for encouraging Poland. 

On August 28th the Franco-German fiontier at 
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Strasbourg was closed. Gensorsliip of Press and 
broadcasting was set up. 

Poland was invaded on the morning of Sep- 
tember 1st. French delay in declaring \var on 
Germany was caused by a proposal put foiwaid 
by the Italian Government that hostilities should 
cease, and that there should be called a Five 
Power Conference to settle a ch'spute. 

France, however, followed Britain’s lead on 
September 3rd, when at 5 p.m. diplomatic 
relations with Germany weie broken off. FinvNCK 
AT War with Germany, September 3RD. 

On September 13th M. Bonnet ceased to be 
Minister for Foreign Affairs. M. Daladier ifi- 
cluded under his personal control the Foici^n 
and the War ministries. Tlie Communist Paity 
was liquidated, and on October ist all 
property was seized by the State. 

On December 29th Daladier pronounced 
in favour of Feder^vtion in Fuiope a^* ultimate 
war-aim, declaring actual unity of Briibli and 
French Govcinments.

Mr Baldwin resumed the Premiership The

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Singapore Base, which had been suspended by 
the Labour Government, was continued. 

This was also the year of the Wembley 
Exhibition. 

In August Joseph Conrad died. In November 
Sir Lee Stack, the Sirdar of Egypt, was murdeicd 
in Cairo.
